,Uhe 18-week preliminary instruc- 
tion phase provides basic nursing 
procedures and theory, The phases 
of nursing studied on the campus 
are home and hospital nursing pro- 
cedures, nursing ethics, mother and 
baby care, medical and_ surgical 
nursing, personal and community 
hygiene, anatomy, nutrition and 
diet therapy and pharmacology. 

Practice in Hospitals 

After being capped, the students 
will spend 31 weeks in local hos- 
pitals, dividing their practice time 
between the Salinas Valley Memo- 
rial Hospital and Monterey County 
Hospital. 

Training in the hospital will in- 
clude practice in medical, surgi- 
cal, obstetrical, pediatrical nursing, 
and working with tuberculosis and 
communicable diseases. 

Students will gain clinical expe- 
‘rience at the hospitals, where they 
will participate in actual hospital 
ward activities in addition to at-
